The plans ivhich may be said to be 
tentatively proposed include the send- 
ing of a delegation to Richmond, 
from which c!tj Lady Astor is ex- 
pected, to come to Danville, in order 
TO accompany her to Dan\ille, a re- 
ception at the railway station with a 
band, street decorations including an 
arch of welcome and a speech from 
the former Danville woman from a 
platform raised on the former s.te of 
her parental home at the corner of 
Broad street and Mam. An afternoon 
reception to L-ady Astor and a ball as 
the finale are contemplated in an un- 
official -nay just at present 
Most of 
the expenses in connection with the 
affair -would be borne by civic agen- 
cies co-operating in the mo\eir>ent 


There is no longer any doubt about 
the scene of Lady Astor's natl\ity 
Her girlhood friends still living here 
have never questioned this point, but 
some of the Richmond papers have 
.referred to the state capital as being 
,'her birthplace and ha\e been herald- 
' ing her approaching visit already as- 
sured for Richmond, as her return to 
her native city. This has led to the 
question being actually raised. Xow. 
however, positi'. e proof has been se- 
secured through the passage of cor- 
respondence with Mrs Dana Gibson, 
a sister, who has written here recent- 
ly saying that Lad> Astor was born 
in Danville and more recently W. H. 
Langhorne. of Albemarle county, a 
brotner who was in this city a few 
aava ago, was approached on the sub- 


ject and he fully confirmed Mrs. Gib- 
son's statement. 
Lady Astor has had Danville In her 


mind's eye for some months and she 
is known to have expressed herself in 
letters to friends as warmly anticipat- 
ing a visit to her birthplace and the 
scene of her girlhood days, although 
sho knows nothing of the public in- 
vitation planned. 
It is more than 


probable that her living sisters and 
her brother will come 'to Danville 
with Lady Astor, making a sort of 
family reunion of the "Langhorne' 
beauties" as they were known before 
marriage. 
It is. expected that the council will 


approve of the resoltuion inviting the 
distinguished visitor to Danville, in 
which event a telegram will be draft- 
ed and will be awaiting her when the 
Oljrnpic docks in New York.

out six minutes.' 
The defendant was deeply affected. 
He received the verdict with a great 
sigh of relief. There was no demon- 
stration, the court having warned 
against it. 
Mrs. Minta Durfee Ar- 


buckle, the defendant's 
wife, 
cried 


quietly. Both she and Arbuckle shook 
hands with the jurors. 
The quick 'return of the jury was 


a surprise. 
Edward Brown, whose presence on 
the jury was objected to by the pros- 
ecution, was foreman. 
There was a 
slight delay when the jury returned, 
due to the absence of the district at- 
torney. 
The verdict was by acclamation, the 
deliberation taking less than a min- 
ute. 
The additional time was con- 


sumed by details. 
Jurors 
and 
spectators 
crowded 


around Arbuckle and his counsel and 
finally bore him off. to the jury room 
to congratulate him further. 
"Arbuckle has no immediate plans," 


Gavin McNab, his chief counsel, said. 
"It was a splendid victory." 
"The jury did its duty," was the 
comment of" Milton T. U'Ren, assistant 
district attorney. 
The third trial began March 6 and 
was marked by the appearance of 
approximately 70 witnesses and the 
calling of two of the defense witnesses 
before the county grand jury in con- 
nection with their testimony. 
The 
trial was longer than either of the 
previous hearings, consuming nearly 
five weeks. 
As in the previous hearings, much 


emphasis was placed on expert med- 
rea.1 testimony regarding the exact 
condition of Miss Rappe's bladder be- 
fore and after death. 
ThiB testimony 
was based on an autopsy finding that 
Miss 
Rappe 
came 
to 
her death 
through a rupture. The prosecution 
presented a report by a commission 
of three pathologists, appointed at the 
first trial, purporting to show that, 
while the organ appeared to have 
been slightly inflamed, this irregular- 
ity did not "predispose it to rupture. 
The defense evidence was to the ef- 
fect that Miss Rappe came to her 
death as the result of a sudden crisis 
in a chronic illness, which led to a 
rupture. 
"Witnesses subpoenaed to appear be- 


fore the grand jury^were Mrs. Virginia 
Warren, a nurse, and 
Mrs. 
Helen 
Madeline Whitehurst, both of Chicago. 
Mrs. "Warren, a new witness, testified 
that she attended Miss Rappe in Chi- 
cago on one occasion when the girl 
gave birth to a baby. 
Mrs. White- 
hurst repudiated a deposition which 
she admitted signing in Chicago to 
the effect that she had seen Miss 
Rappe ill on a number of occasions 
at the srirl's home. She expressed the 
belief That the deposition was altered 
after she had signed it, and it was 
introduced into testimony as an al- 
tered document.

Tobacco Beetle 


Injures Plants 
Throughout State 


EBLACKSBURO. April 11.—Dur- 


ing April, 1921. a great many com- 
plaints were received from tobacco 
KrowerH regarding injury to tobacco 
plant bods by a flea beetle or "flea 
bug." 
In many Instances the plants 


were very seriously injured before 
the insects were discovered, according 
to a statement Issued today by W, J. 
Schoene, state entormologlst. 


The tobacco flea beetle hides dur- 


ing the winter in rubbish on the 
ground usually in or near the woods. 
They emerge with the first warm days 
in spring and have as a. result of their 
long winter's nap a ravenous appetite. 
They move from the woods across the 
fields in search of tobacco plants, and 
it has been noted that those plant 
beds which lie nearest the woods most 
frequently experience severe Injury. 


The flea- beetles are most active on 


bright, sunny days, and during cloudy 
weather remain hidden In the 'sol!, 
feeding only to a slight extent. 


The best means of preventing in- 


jury by flea beetles is to prevent their 
getting Into the plant bed by making 
the screen tight. 
All holes In thej 


cheesecloth should be either sewed up'. 
or mended and care should be taken'
